Cleanliness, universal cleanliness in the 
person, in houses, in the adjacent grounds, 
sewers, streets, alleys, in every place where 
malaria can form, will of course exempt 
the place thus thoroughly cleansed, from nil 
malarious disease. There must be no reli 
lace upon any half-way measures, because 
they uri)l do more harm dian good — a spu- 
rious case of vaccination is worse than none, 
because it gives an idea of security where 
there is none. And so with half way meas- 
ures of cleanliness. The laws against throw 
ing filth into the streets, and for the regular 
removal of" it from all houses should lie dil 
igently enforced. Where a family is per 
mitied to accumulate filth in their own lot, 
they breed a pestilence whose ravages are 
not confined to themselves, ih.-relore all 
should be made to cleanse their property 
most thoroughly. An important thing to 
lie attended to, whert an epidemic of uu 
laria is prevailing, i« to guard against going 
out in the night, but. if forced to go out, ac- 
live exercise is important while exposed.— 
A part of this doctrine was taught in U.e 
epidemics of the fourteenth century, ac- 
cording to Hecker. Another safeguard is 
not to leave the house in the morning with 
empty stomach — some food should always 
l»e taken. These fact* are impressively set 
forth in I'rofeasor Caldwell's prize essay on 
malaria. If these things are attended to 
much will be done in mitigation of disease. 
If this city were once thoroughly cleansed, 
there would be but little difficulty in keep- 
ing it in a healthful condition. Eternal 
vigilance is said to be the price of liberty; 
it may be more emphatically said to be the 
price of health. We piay the attention of 
the city authorities and of the citizens lo 
these important points. If the citizens do 
not lend willing hands to these measures, 
the city authorities can do nothing. Of one 
thing all Amy be assured — if these meas- 
ures sre seriously attended to, .1 is utterly 
impossible that cholera . an prevail in Eou- 
isville— neglect them and the Wmmmm 
that have seized other cities will certainly 
visit ours. The pestilence will come skulk- 
ing Uirough our suburbs, filthy alleys, eel 
lars, and back yards, some night when we 
least expect it.

President Roberts in his visit to England, 
it is now reported that he obu.ii.ed from 
Lord Palrnerston a promise for the appro- 
priation of JC2.O0O to purchase all the ter- 
ritory lying between the boundaries of 
Sierrs l>one and Liberia, in return for 
which he pledges himself thai, the slave 
trade shall be forever alolished on the whole 
line of coast from the farthest extremity of 
Liberia to the confines of the British colo- 
ny of Sierra Leone.

An invaluable method of guarding against 
the action of Malaria, which we found uni 
versaiiy useful in \%'o2 and '.'tf , was in get- 
ting families to lodge in the upper rooms 
of their dwellings. We know of instances 
where the servants of one fsmily were made 
to sleep |sj the attic, and among whom there 
was not an attack, while the servants in the 
basement stories adjoining the houses refer- 
red to, were carried off with cholera. — 
Whatevei may be the nature of malaria, 
there is abundant proof that it ia much 
heavier than atmospheric air, and that its 
malign influence cannot rise higher than 
forty feel perpendicularly. It can be car- 
ried some distance by the wind, but it al- 
ways shows its effects near the surface of 
the earth. It cannot cross water because it 
is readily absorbed by it— we have shown 
that it is entirely destroyed in passing 
through living vegetation, and lime has a 
perfect control over it.

The Southern States, or*someof them, 
may come to the conchismn that the adop- 
tion ol the Wilmot proviso would consti- 
tute such an invasion of dieu rights as to 
render it impossible for diem to continue 
longer in the Union. It ■ uue the Wilmot 
proviso does not propose to interfere with 
any State — but its indirect results and its 
prospective operation are regarded as fraught 
with danger to the South. 

But the proviso has not been adopted, 
and many are of the opinion that it might 
be adopted or rejected with about the same 
consequence |sj either case, that in fact it 
involves no practical question — since there 
is no probability that, with it or without it, 
slavery can ever get a foothold in New 
Mexico or California. This opinion has 
expressed by intelligent gentlemen at 
the North and at the South— by Mr. Wal- 
ker, Secretary of the Treasury, si id t.v Mr. 
Buchanan, Secretary of Stale. 

If an abstracuon only be involved, it 
would hardly be advisable to dissolve the 
I 111011 on account of it. A practical issue 
can be practically met only when it comes

Soaie time ago we observed in the neigh- 
borhood of Batu Blyer a number of Chinese 
laborers employed in cleaning the fibres of 
pine-apple leaves for exportation to China, 
a new and promising branch of industry 
in Singapore. The process of extracting 
and bleaching the fibres is exceedingly sim- 
ple. The first step is to remove the fleshly 
or succulent side of the leaf. A Chinese, 
astride on s narrow stool, extends on it in 
front of him a pine-apple leaf, one end of 
which is kept firm by being placed beneath 
a small bundle of cloth on which he sits. 
He then with a kind of two handled plane 
made of bamboo, removes the succulent 
matter. Another man receives the leaves 
as they are planed, and with his thumb-nail 
loosens and gathers the fibres about the 
middle of the leaf, which enables him by 
one effort to detach the whole of them 
from the outer skin. The fibres are next 
steeped in water for some time, after which 
they are washed, in order to free them from 
the matter that still adheres and binds them 
together. They are now laid out to dry 
and bleach on rude frames of split bamboo. 
The process of steeping, washing, and ex- 
posing to the sun is repeated for some days, 
until the fibres are considered to be prop- 
erly bleached. Without further prepara- 
tion they are sent into town for exportation 
to China. Nearly all the islands near Sin- 
gapoie are more or less planted with pine- 
apples, which, at a rough estimate, cover 
an extent of two thousand acres. The 
enormous quantity of leaves that are annu- 
ally suffered to putrefy on the ground, would 
supply fibre for a large manufactory of val- 
uable pine cloth. The fibres should be 
cleaned on the spot. Fortunately the pine- 
apple planters are not Malays, but indus- 
trious and thrifty Bugis, most of whom 
have families. These men could be readily 
induced to prepare the fibres. Let any 
merchant offer an adequate price, end a 
steady annual supply will soon be obtain- 
ed.— Journal of the Indian Archipelago.

Such 
a system was of course fruitful of hypo- 
crites. Under sober clothing and under 
visages composed io the expression of aus- 
terity lay hid during several years ihe in- 
tense desire of license and of revenge. 

At length that desire was gratified. The 
restoration emancipated thousands of minds 
Irom a yoke which had become insuppor 
table. The old fight recominenoed, bul 
with an animosity altogether new. It was 
now not a sportive combat, but a war to 
the death. The Roundhead had no belter 
quarter to expect from those whom he had 
persecuted than a cruel slave driver can ex- 
pect from insurgent slaves still bearing ihe 
marks of his collars and his scourges. 

soon became a war between wit and mor 
ality. The hostility excited by a grotesque 
caricaiure of virtue did not spare virtue 
herself. Whatever the canting Round- 
head had regarded with reverence was in- 
sulted. Whatever he had proscribed wa- 
favored. Because he had been scrupulous 
about uifles, all scruples were ueaied with 
derision. Because he hsd covered his fail- 
ings with the mask of devotion, men were 
encouraged to obtrude with cynic impu 
dence all their nrost scandalous vices on 
the public eye.
